BACKGROUNI)

Substance Abuse and Mental Health Services Administration's (SAMHSA) Cooperative
Agreements to Benefit Homeless Individuals (CABHI) programs are competitive grant
programs, jointly funded by the SAMHSA Center for Mental Health Services (CMHS) and
the SAMHSA Center for Substance Abuse Treatment (CSAT). The CABHI programs support
state and local community efforts to provide behavioral health treatment and recovery-
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oriented services. These services are provided within a supportive housing approach for
people with:

o Substance use disorders
o Serious mental illness
o Serious emotional disturbance
o Co-occurring mental and substance use disorders

CABHI's primary goal is to ensure that the most vulnerable people experiencing
homelessness and chronic homelessness receive access to housing, treatment, and recovery
support services. These people often include veterans, families, and youth.
The objectives of this funding are to provide financial assistance to support projects for the
development and implementation of prevention, treatment and rehabilitation activities
directed to the diseases of alcohol and drug abuse.

NOTICE OF SUBGRANT AWARD

SECTION A

Assurances

As a condition of receiving subgranted funds from the Nevada State Division of Public and Behavioral Health, the
Subgrantee agrees to the following conditions:

1. Grant funds may not be used for other than the awarded purpose. ln the event Subgrantee expenditures do not
comply with this condition, that portion not in compliance must be refunded to the Division.

2. To submit reimbursement requests only for expenditures approved in the spending plan. Any additional expenditure
beyond what is allowable based on approved categorical budget amounts, without prior written approval by the
Division, may result in denial of reimbursement.

3. Approval of subgrant budget by the Division constitutes prior approval for the expenditure of funds for specified
purposes included in this budget. Unless otherwise stated in the Scope of Work the transfer of funds between
budgeted categories without written prior approval from the Division is not allowed under the terms of this subgrant.

6. To comply with the requirements of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, as amended, and the Rehabilitation Act of 1973, P.L.
93-112, as amended, and any relevant program-specific regulations, and shall not discriminate against any employee
or offeror for employment because of race, national origin, creed, color, sex, religion, age, disability or handicap
condition (including AIDS and AIDS-related conditions).

7. To comply with the Americans with Disability Act of 1990, P.L. 101-136, 42 U.S.C. 12101, as amended, and
regulations adopted thereunder contained in 28 C.F.R. 26.101-36.999 inclusive and any relevant program-specific
regulations

B. To comply with the requirements of the Health lnsurance Portability and Accountability Act (HIPAA) of 1996, 45
C.F.R. 160, 162 and 164, as amended. lf the subgrant award includes functions or activities that involve the use or
disclosure of protected health information (PHl) then the subgrantee agrees to enter into a Business Associate
Agreement with the Division as required by 45 C.F.R. 164.504(e). lf PHI will not be disclosed then a Confidentiality
Agreement will be entered into.
